68-32.  The  Crusaders  were  defeated  by  Broad  Ripple,  70- 
53  but  bounced  back  to  defeat  Pike  Township  62-39. 

From  that  victory  to  the  end  of  the  season,  the 
Crusaders  become  a  different  team.  They  went  on  to  defeat 
Greenfield,  Cathedral,  Franklin  Township,  and  Decatur 
Central.
